On Mothering Sunday Northampton’s 
reviled former bus station will be 
yanked into its own debris by a series of 
super clever explosions.

Work has started on a new 
£5.5m crematorium in 
Wellingborough.

Detailed planning 
permission was granted in 
January and it is due to open 
next summer.

The teenager was walking 
across the recreation ground 
between 6.50pm and 7.15pm 
when she was approached by a 
group of four young men who 
bumped into her, cutting her 
hand with what is believed to 
have been a knife. 



There is one Northamptonshire leg¬ 
end who has been flying high in the 
world of entertainment for 60 years. 

This singer and actor from Rothwell 
is none other than the Prince of the 
Carry On films, Jim Dale. 

He will be back in his native county 
on April 11 and 12 for his one man 
show Just Jim Dale at the Core at 
Corby Cube at 7.30pm. 

To list everything Jim Dale has 
achieved would take up pages, but to 
give you a flavour he has appeared 
in 11 Carry On films, he has received 
two Grammy Award, nominated for 
five Tony Awards and winning one 
for Best Performance was a leading 
actor in a musical for his role as 
Barnum and is the voice of the Harry 
Potter audio books in the USA. 

Looking back, Jim remains unas¬ 
suming about what he went on to 
achieve. The young lad from 
Rothwell had absolutely no idea how 
far he would go in showbusiness. 

He said: “Any lads from any town 
could find their fame, maybe not as 
an actor or a singer but I would urge 
them to discover more about them¬ 
selves and I would encourage them 


to fly. 

He then quoted a poem by 
Christopher Logue: ‘Come to the 
edge, it is too high. Come to the 
edge, we might fall. Come to the 
edge and they came and he pushed 
and they flew.’ Jim added: “I have 
been flying for the past 60 years.” 

Rothwell still holds a special place 
in Jim’s heart as he said: “I always 
drive through Rothwell to go and see 
my brother Mick in Desborough, 
which is two miles away. 

“I do pass some of the places I 
knew like the house where we used 
to live, or Gladstone Street School. I 
remember what it was like growing 
up in Rothwell during the Second 
World War and working at the Avalon 
Shoe Factory. 


“I remember one occasion when 
my dad bid for and bought what I 
thought was a big long black sau¬ 
sage.He paid seven shillings and six 
pence for it which at that time was a 
huge amount of money.I asked him 
what he had bought and he told me it 
was a banana.He said it was a bit 
over-ripe. 

“I remember taking it to school and 
all the teachers coming to see me in 
class and asking to have a look at the 
banana. 

“I had to open my desk and show it 
to them and then close it as I did not 
want too much light getting on it. 

“I remember we cut it up it pieces 
and ate it and I buried the remains 
in the garden as I thought it would 
grow into a banana plantation.”

Horace Batten in Northamptonshire make 
bespoke boots and have an illustrious cli¬ 
ent list which includes Darth Vader. 

The size 14 boots were made fo actor Dave 
Prowse who played Darth Vader for the 
Empire Strikes Back. The boots cost £185. 


The huge Dr Marten boots worn by Elton 
John in the rock opera Tommy. The actual 
resin boots with metal callipers and leather 
straps for attaching to the leg were made 
by chemical firm Scott Bader. Elton said 
he would wear them if he could keep them. 


Former county bootmaker GT Hawkins 
made Princess Anne’s (The Princess Royal) 
riding boots. She could well have worn a 
pair of boots made in the county when she 
competed at the Olympics in 1972. 


Allinson made shoes for the then Princess 
Elizabeth (now HM The Queen). 

She would have worn her county made 
shoes while she was in the ATS - Auxilary 
Territorial Service - during World War Two. 


First of all he wore Church’s shoes, but 
now it is Crockett & Jones who are the 
county shoemaker producing shoes for 
the world’s most famous spy James Bond. 
Daniel Craig who plays Bond wears C&J.

Bus station is 
ready to blow

After months of prepa¬ 
rations, the brick skele¬ 
ton of Northampton’s 
crumbling Greyfriars 
bus station will be razed 
to the ground on Sunday. 

Dubbed the ‘mouth of 
hell’ it will take only eight 
or so seconds to disap¬ 
pear in a huge cloud of 
dust. 

The H&P plans to have 
a live feed of updates and 
pictures showing the 
demolition on our web¬ 
site on the day. 

The 1974 building will 
be at the centre of large 
exclusion zone in the 
town centre, which will 
be in place from 6am 


until sometime in the 
afternoon to allow for a 
major clean-up opera¬ 
tion afterwards. 

Some 400 nearby homes 
and businesses will be 
evacuated - before 2,200 
explosive charges and 
gravity pull down the 
20,000 tonnes of brick 
which are all that remain 
of the old bus depot after 
they have been stripped 
bare. 

The high security oper¬ 
ation, costing £5 million, 
is being carried out by 
demolition firm DSM. 

Experts have pre-weak- 
ened the building and 
say it should collapse 
within its own footprint 
- preventing damage to 
nearby premises. 


DSM contracts manag¬ 
er Billy Young said: “Our 
overarching aim on the 
day is safety. 

“In 15 years I have only 
ever broken one window. 

“I aim to keep that 
record up. 

“There will be no big 
bang. There will be a 
series of detonations. 

“It will look like nothing 
has happened at first. 
That’s when most people 
assume something has 
gone wrong. 

“If they are taking pic¬ 
tures they turn away and 
miss it, because then, 
five-and-a-half seconds 
after that, it will start to 
collapse.”

Go-ahead for new 
2,200 pupil school

A new free school for more 
than 2,000 pupils, which is 
planned for the former 
Royal Mail sorting office in 
Northampton, has been 
approved by the Govern¬ 
ment. 

The Northampton Inter¬ 
national Academy, which will 
have 2,200 pupils aged from 
three to 19, is among 49 free 
schools across the country 
which received approval on 
Monday in an announcement 
by Prime Minister David 
Cameron. 

The school, which is being 
created by the EMLC 
Academy Trust, will work 
closely with Castle Academy, 
a combined pre-school and 
primary school which is next 
door to the Royal Mail site on 
Barrack Road and is also 



sponsored by the EMLC 
Academy Trust. Both schools 
will share resources and 
teachers. 

Monday’s announcement 
was marked by a visit by child¬ 
care minister Sam Gyimah 
MP to Castle Academy. 

He said: “Today is a good 
day for education in 
Northampton - at the 
moment it feels like every 
week is a good week for 
Northampton. It was last 
week when I found out that 84 
per cent of children here got a 
first place school, and today 


we’ve had this free school 
approval. 

“What is really exciting 
about this free school is that it 
will take students from three 
to 19-years-old. The idea 
behind this means that chil¬ 
dren can start early and be 
ready for school by the time 
they are ready. 

“What this project also 
means is you will be getting a 
new free school that is work¬ 
ing with Castle Academy and 
the University of Northamp¬ 
ton, so they will all be sharing 
facilities and providing more 
options for parents to help 
raise standards for all the 
children. 

“It also means more pre¬ 
school places - which is great 
because all research tells us 
that the earlier you start your 
children the better it is for 
them and the easier the tran¬ 
sition from pre-school to 
school.

Mike Ingram 


Here is an extract from Mike 
Ingram’s weekly blog which 
is called: Forgotten History 
of Northamptonshire. This 
week it is about King fohn’s 
Scythe 


If there was ever an 
archetypal medieval 
villain, then it must be 
Robin Hood’s Sheriff of 
Nottingham. As King 
John’s right-hand man 
he was forever schem¬ 
ing, cruel and without 
mercy as he ravaged the 
countryside around 
Nottingham. 

Whilst the Sheriff is 
the stuff of legends, the 
real Sheriff of Northants 
at the beginning of the 
13th century, was far 
worse. Few today will 
recognise his name, yet 
he has become part of 
our daily lives. The 
Sheriff’s name was 
Falkes De Breaute. 

Little is known of his 
early life except he was 
born of common stock 
in Normandy. He began 
his military career as a 
mercenary in King 
John’s army but first 
comes into public view 
in 1206, when he was 
sent on royal service to 
Poitou by the King. 

Upon his return in 
February 1207, he was 
entrusted with the war- 
denship of Glamorgan 
and Wenlock, and 
around that time he was 
also knighted. 

He was then made 
constable of 

Carmarthen, Cardigan 
and the Gower 
Peninsula, and gained a 
fearsome reputation in 
the Welsh Marches, 
destroying Strata 


Florida Abbey in 1212 
for its opposition to the 
king. In recognition for 
his services, De Breaute 
was made King John’s 
steward at the begin¬ 
ning of 1215. 

On 28 November 1215, 
de Breaute captured the 
nearby castle of William 
Mauduit at Hanslope in 
Buckinghamshire. The 
desperate barons 
offered the English 
throne to Prince Louis 
of France early in 1216. 
Louis landed on 19 May 
and quickly took control 
ofLondon. 

De Breaute was tasked 
with defending Oxford 
against the baronial 
forces. On 17 July he and 
the Earl of Chester 
sacked Worcester, which 
had allied itself with 
Louis. 

In reward John gave de

The police will not ask any 
questions and those handing 
in any of these offensive 
weapons can do it anony¬ 
mously. 

Superintendent Mick 
Stamper, Head of 
Northampton Operational 
Command Unit said: 
“Possessing these items in 
your own house is not a crim¬ 
inal offence. 

“But when they are taken 
out onto the streets then it is. 

“It does not matter if you say 


you have them for self defence 
it is an offence to be carrying 
such weapons. 

“If anyone is found carrying 
them then they can be 
expected to be arrested. 

“The way we want to police 
is to get these items which are 
a danger to the public taken 
off the streets so out towns 
become safer. 

“The knife amnesty is 
intended to make our streets 
safer.In the wrong hands a 
knife is a deadly weapon. The 
knife bins will enable mem¬ 
bers of the public to surrender 
knives safely and anony¬ 
mously and in turn remove 
the risk of these weapons 
being used to hurt people.”

Northampton election can¬ 
didates were grilled in a 
heated election debate at the 
University of Northampton 
last week. 

The Question-Time style 
event saw more than 60 stu¬ 
dents pack the Sunley 
Conference Centre on 
Thursday to quiz five candi¬ 
dates vying to become the 
next MPs in Northampton 
North. 

The candidates from all five 
main political parties were 
grilled on a wide range of 
topics, such as tuition fees, 
the lobbying act and climate 
change. 

All the candidates agreed 
on welcoming international 
students into UK universi¬ 
ties, but had split opinions 
over tuition fees, and when it 
came to climate change, the 
UKIP candidate, Tom 
Rubython ,admitted his par¬ 
ty’s policies on the matter 
were poor. However, his 
stance on ‘the need for politi¬ 
cians to be honest’ proved 
popular. 

The event, which was 
chaired by Oxford University 
student Adam Ward, kicked 
off with the question of what 
can be done to engage stu¬ 


dents with politics. 

Current Conservative MP 
Michael Ellis said: “People 
don’t trust politicians an 
more. The expenses scandal 
played a big part in that. 
People are now disaffected 
by politics because they feel 
MPs are ‘in it for them¬ 
selves’.” 

The Liberal’s Angela 
Paterson said: “This isn’t 
apathy, this is boredom. We 
need to engage more with 
young voters, with what mat¬ 
ters to them. Politicians need 
to reach out and enable the 
public and discuss relevant 
issues to young people. 

The Green Party’s Tony 
Clarke said: “Politicians are 
portrayed as a spin machine 


by the media. We need to 
engage young people in poli¬ 
tics, not just voting. 

“We need to be talking 
about their issues, housing, 
the environment, funding. 
Russell Brand has it right - 
we need to give people some¬ 
thing positive to vote for.” 

Labour’s Sally Keeble said: 
“Young people are alienated 
from party politics but not 
political issues. There needs 
to be opportunities for party 
politics in the area.” 

Tom Rubython said: “There 
are three reasons that young 
people have stopped voting. 
The first is the decision of the 
Iraq war. The second is the 
elitism of the current politi¬ 
cians - there is no diversity.

Wrapping the evening up,

“As far as Ben is concerned - the 
squad collectively has worked very 
hard to push forward with fitness 
during the winter,” said Ripley on 
the 20-year-old’s omission. 

“Ben has been away to Australia 
which we thought would be good 
for him. Unfortunately he hasn’t 
really found the motivation to 
reach the targets everyone else 
has got to. 

“So we feel it’s better that he 
stays here and works on his fit¬ 
ness. Hopefully he’ll respond pos¬ 
itively, and by the time we return 
he’ll be showing improvement 
and be back in the group.” 

A 14-man party was due to fly 
out today for an 11-day trip which 
will take in Twenty20 action and 
two day red ball games in prepa¬ 
ration for the new cricket season 
which begins next month. 

Left arm spinner Graeme White 
also misses the tour with a foot 
injury while Kyle Coetzer remains 
on World Cup duty with Scotland. 

South African duo Richard Levi 
and Rory Kleinveldt will both 
arrive at the club in early April but 
there is a place in the party for 



young all-rounder Saif Zaib, fresh 
from his successful tour to Dubai 
with England U17s, and pace 
bowler Chad Barrett. 

“It’s disappointing for Graeme 
who’s had a problem with his 
foot,” said Ripley.

Batsman Alex Wakely, who 
missed the entire of last season 
with an Achilles injury suffered 
during 2014’s pre-season trip to 
Barbados, will skipper Northants 


in all forms of cricket this year 
with all round star David Willey as 
vice captain. 

“The Wakely/Willey leadership 
team has been really keen to 
improve standards, and the 
response of the players has been 
excellent with so many personal 
bests on the fitness testing,” said 
Ripley. 

“It’s only a part of scoring runs 
and taking wickets but it’s a grow¬ 
ing part - and the squad members 
have shown good attitude, com¬ 
mitment and pride to hit these 
targets.”

Hamilton’s ‘ready’ for defence 


FORMULA ONE 


World champion Lewis Hamilton 
said that he feels ‘ready’ as he pre¬ 
pares to begin the defence of his 
Formula One drivers’ title at the 
Australian Grand Prix this weekend. 

The 30-year-old drove to glory for 
Brackley based team Mercedes last 
year after a tense battle with team¬ 
mate Nico Rosberg, who he pipped 
into second place at the final race of 
the season in Abu Dhabi. 

Despite Mercedes’ dominance, 
which saw the team cruise to the 
constructors’ title, Hamilton said 
that the team’s rivals ‘won’t stop’ 
chasing them ahead of the opening 
salvo in Melbourne. 

“At this point in the year you don’t 
really know what to feel as a driver,” 
said Hamilton. 

“You’re impatient to get back to 
racing but, at the same time, you 
never know what a new season will 


bring. Testing gives you a basic idea 
of whether the car feels good or not 
but, beyond that, it’s anyone’s game 
to win. 

“The team have been working 
incredibly hard through the winter 
and it was great to see everyone in 
the factory before I left for 
Melbourne. 

“I’m so thankful for everything 
they do and I want to show that in 
the best way I can out on track. 

“We had a great season last year as 
a team and, of course, we’d all love to 
repeat that. But the others won’t stop 
chasing us. 

“I’m sure the competition will be 
close and we should get exciting rac¬ 
ing with plenty of battling for posi¬ 
tion - which is great because that’s 
what I love doing and that’s what the 
fans love watching. 

“There are many good drivers out 
there and all of them want to win. 

“You just have to want it more than 
they do. I feel fresh, I feel fit, I feel 


relaxed, I feel positive, I feel ready. 

“I think as a driver you get stronger 
with every season, so I plan to be 
better than last year.” 

Both Hamilton and Rosberg have 
won the Australian Grand Prix - 
Rosberg in 2014 - in the past and the 
latter said he was looking forward to 
renewing rivalries with the Brit with 
the pair set to take to the track in 
Mercedes’ FI W06 Hybrid car. 

“Last year was a really incredible 
season for the team and I know eve¬ 
ryone is pushing harder than ever to 
do it all again,” said the German. 

“Personally, I have focussed on 
pushing myself even harder for the 
rematch with Lewis. 

“In the end, it comes down to who 
can put the best season together 
overall and I have to make sure it’s 
the other way around this time. 

“However, my team-mate is just one 
of many strong competitors who I 
have to beat if I want to be world 
champion.” 


Meanwhile, Silverstone based Force 
India will be looking to improve on 
last year’s results with their new car 
the VJM08. 

Last year drivers Nico Hulkenberg 
and Sergio Perez came eighth and 
ninth respectively with Perez’s third 
place in Bahrain their best result. 

Force finished sixth in the con¬ 
structors’ championship and will be 
represented this year by the same 
two drivers. 

Team Principal Vijay Mallya admit¬ 
ted that the outfit has experienced 
‘delays and challenges’ while prepar¬ 
ing for the new season. 

“In terms of mileage we are clearly 
behind the other teams so there is 
some ground to make up,” he said. 

“Equally, the performance work we 
could do in Barcelona was quite limit¬ 
ed. Until we run in qualifying trim and 
race conditions it’s hard to know where 
we are in terms of competitiveness. 

“We will give it our best shot to 
come away with a result.”

Plymouth Argyle say they are await¬ 
ing reports following an angry 
exchange between their stadium 
announcer and Northampton Town 
boss Chris Wilder on Saturday. 

The announcer, who was stood by 
the side of the pitch, angered the 
Cobblers manager with the sugges¬ 
tion being that Wilder thought he 
was attempting to influence the 
match officials. 

An Argyle spokesman told our sister 
paper the Plymouth Herald: “We are 
awaiting the various match reports, 
including that of the referee’s asses¬ 
sor, and their contents will deter¬ 
mine how we proceed.” 

Wilder revealed he would include 
the incident in his report on the 
game - which the Cobblers lost 2-0 at 
Home Park. 

“I don’t think his job as part of 


Plymouth’s staff is to do that and I 
made that view clear to the fourth 
official and to the referee,” said 
Wilder. 

“It will go in the report because I 
think that’s out of order. 

“I think he’s there to be a stadium 
announcer and nothing else, and if 
ours did that I would get rid of him. 

“I don’t want people to get smashed 
but I thought that was outrageous.” 

The defeat in Devon leaves 
Northampton five points adrift of the 
League Two play-off places in tenth 
after an amazing run of eight wins 
from ten matches brought them 
within three points prior to kick-off. 

Wilder bemoaned the loss of Marc 
Richards and Chris Hackett on the 
eve of their trip after a first defeat in 
five games. 

The visitors were only able to name 
six substitutes in their matchday 
squad and Wilder believed that con¬ 
tributed to the defeat which dented 
their hopes of finishing in the all- 
important top seven. 

Top scorer Richards could miss two 


months with an Achilles tear while 
midfielder Hackett withdrew 
through illness. 

“We took a couple of hits before the 
game with Marc Richards and Chris 
Hackett - two of our most senior 
players - not being able to travel,” 
said Wilder. “That hurt us and that 
was the reason we had 16 in the 
squad. 

“It has been a difficult period for us 
but I think the supporters have seen 
plenty of fight. 

“The football we played in the sec¬ 
ond half, we had to play well to push 
a really good side back. I don’t think 
John Sheridan will feel that was a 
comfortable 2-0 victory. They have 
had to scrap to get themselves over 
the finishing line. 

“I believe from our second-half per¬ 
formance we deserved something 
from the game, but they have coun¬ 
tered and killed us with a second 
goal. 

“It was a tight game, they were the 
better side in the first half and in the 
second half it looked like we could 


get an equaliser. We were knocking 
on the door to go and get a result. But 
we have not got it and we can’t beat 
ourselves up about it.” 

Northampton have the chance to 
return to winning ways when smug¬ 
glers Tranmere Rovers travel to 
Sixfields on Saturday and Wilder is 
remaining upbeat despite the 
Plymouth defeat after fine wins over 
Shrewsbury and Portsmouth leading 


up to that clash. 

“We would have taken five points 
from the three games and we have 
taken six,” he added. “We walked 
away really disappointed, but there 
is a hell of a lot to play for. We dust 
ourselves down and go again.” 

Hackett should be in line to return 
against Tranmere while fellow mid¬ 
fielder John-Joe O’Toole has also 
recovered from illness. 


Opinion: Fuel is in the tank for a push to play-offs

Tom Reed says that the League Two play-offs are 
not out of reach despite leading scorer Marc 
Richards’ injury and the defeat at Plymouth. 

Cobblers’ promotion hopes were dealt a ham¬ 
mer blow as a torn Achilles tendon sidelined 
top scorer Marc Richards for six to eight 
weeks. Yet, Chris Wilder’s side still have the 
foundations in place for a crack at the play¬ 
offs with 11 games remaining. 

The loss of 17 goal League Two top scorer 
Richards speaks for itself and coincided with 
Saturday’s 2-0 defeat at promotion rivals 
Plymouth Argyle. Defeat to John Sheridan’s 
Pilgrims ended Cobblers’ three game winning 
streak leaving them five points outside the 
play-offs. 

But, Northampton coped admirably without 
ex-Blackburn Rovers man Richards when turn¬ 
ing over champions elect Shrewsbury Town 
and there is a feeling that there is still fuel in 
the tank for a promotion push. 

Cobblers boss Wilder moved to shore up his 
squad with the signing of striker James Gray on 
loan from Accrington Stanley. 


Gray scored on his debut for 
Northern Ireland U21s and 
Wilder has talked up the play¬ 
er’s aggression and ability to 
get in behind defenders. 

Gray was handed an imme¬ 
diate debut for Northampton’s 
visit to Home Park, lining up 
alongside young forward Ivan 
Toney. However, Gray’s new 
blood wasn’t enough to inject 
energy into a tired Cobblers 
outfit after monumental 
efforts in the victories over 
Shrewsbury and Portsmouth. 

After settling into some con¬ 
sistency of selection, Wilder 
was forced into making three 
major changes with Gray in for 
Richards, the impressive Joel 
Byrom suspended and 
replaced by Darren Carter and 
Chris Hackett missing from 
the squad completely. 

Matt Duke showed mental 
fatigue in handling the ball 
outside of his box early on and was lucky that 
whistler Steve Martin showed he was a referee 
with two brains by resisting a card. 

Plymouth took the lead in the 28th minute 
when Bobby Reid collected a lucky deflection 
off Brendan Moloney to thread a penalty-box 


pass to Anthony O’Connor, who swept the bah 
into Duke’s bottom left corner. The goal took 
advantage of Cobblers’ tired legs with Carter 
slow to react to O’Connor’s presence. 

Northampton did not play poorly; it was more 
a case of a second goal being enough to finish 
off a side that had gone great guns to have only 


lost once in 2015. The 
killer goal came from 
Plymouth’s Lewis 
Alessandra, who has a 
habit of scoring against 
Town, notching his 
fourth goal in seven 
games on 86 minutes. 

Argyle had let 
Northampton land jabs 
on them throughout 
the second half, wait¬ 
ing for a tired swing 
and an opening to land 
a knockout blow. 

Alessandra did so in 
good style, rounding 
Duke after Drew Talbot 
had caught Cobblers 
on the hop and found 
space for a square pass. 

Still, the disappoint¬ 
ment of the defeat is 
testament to how well 
the Cobblers have per¬ 
formed of late. 

There are some huge games in the remaining 
11 matches against Luton, Cambridge and 
Burton Albion at home and Bury, Wimbledon 
and Oxford United away. First up are bottom 
two side Tranmere Rovers this coming Saturday 
at Sixfields.

Saints fly-half Sam Olver 
says the possibility of 
playing a major final in 
front of a Northampton 
crowd is driving on the 
squad ahead of Saturday’s 
crunch LV= Cup last four 
clash at Saracens. 

The showpiece occasion 
in the Anglo-Welsh com¬ 
petition will be held at 
Franklin’s Gardens this 
season, presenting the 
possibility of Saints lifting 
some silverware in front of 
their home supporters on 
March 22. 

Saints reached the final of 
the competition in 2014 but 
were beaten by Exeter Chiefs 
who expertly made use of 
home advantage to win with 
the match being hosted at 
their Sandy Park ground. 

Now, Olver wants to make 
the same good use of famil¬ 
iar comforts but a tricky 
trip to Sarries’ home of 
Allianz Park must be suc¬ 
cessfully negotiated first. 

“It’d be an awesome feel¬ 
ing to come and play a 
final at Franklin’s Gardens 
in front of a sell-out 
crowd,” said Olver. “It 
would be an awesome 


experience and it is a huge 
motivator for us.” 

Saturday’s semi-final is a 
repeat of last year’s 
Premiership final but both 
sides will be without inter¬ 
national stars as the Six 
Nations also resumes this 
weekend. 

“It’ll be a tough test for 
us,” added Olver. 

“Saracens have got a big 
pack and they’re a strong 
physical team. They’ll be 
looking to have a go at us 
up front and in midfield so 
it’ll be a huge test.” 

Director of Rugby Jim 
Mallinder has some deci¬ 
sion making regarding his 
match-day squad with the 
LV= traditionally used to 
blood youngsters and fringe 
players who struggle for 
first team rugby. 

With the Premiership run- 
in and a European Rugby 
Champions Cup quarter 
final away at Clermont- 
Auvergne on the agenda in 
coming weeks, he may opt 
for this selection policy 
again but a home final will 
also be a tantalising carrot 
for the boss. 

He will definitely be 
without lock Courtney 
Lawes, who has been 
restored to England’s XV 
for their Calcutta Cup 
clash with Scotland at 


Twickenham on Saturday, 
following an ankle injury. 

Dylan Hartley and Luther 
Burrell, Northampton’s 
two England ever-presents 
in this year’s Six Nations, 
keep their place in Stuart 
Lancaster’s side while 
Saints back row Tom Wood 
is named for the first time 
on the bench. 

Saints wing George North 
will also be in Six Nations 
action after being selected in 
the Wales XV for their clash 
with Ireland in Cardiff. 

Meanwhile, kicking 
machine Stephen Myler 
said that Saturday’s 33-33 
Premiership draw at 
Gloucester did not feel like 
a victory despite the fly- 
half ensuring Saints avoid¬ 
ed defeat with a last gasp 
conversion. 

Myler kept his cool after 
Samu Manoa’s late try had 
given Northampton hope 
on his 250th appearance for 
the club and his 148th in the 
Premiership - a club record. 

“We are unbelievably 
proud of the character we 
showed to get ourselves back 
into the game but we don’t 
feel like it’s a win,” said 
Myler. “We have got to do 
better than that and we 
know we can do better.” 

Saints lead the Premiership 
from Exeter, by nine points.

Hatton’s surprise 
after silver medal 
success in Prague

Northants’ Lucy Hatton admitted she 
surprised even herself after storming to 
60m hurdles silver at the European 
Indoor Championships in Prague. 

Despite missing the qualifying stand¬ 
ard by just 0.01 seconds, Hatton was 
handed a plane ticket to the Czech 
Republic by the powers that be. 

And the 20-year-old was clearly keen to 
make the most of her second chance as 
she qualified from the heats with the 
fastest time, coming home first in a new 
personal best time of 7.96 seconds. 

She didn’t stop there though as the 
20-year-old returned to the track and 
lowered her best by another 0.03 seconds 
as she finished her semi-final second 
behind Belarus’ Alina Talay. 

However, she was saving her best for 
last and she once again recorded a per¬ 
sonal best in the final, her time of 7.90 
good enough for silver with compatriot 
Serita Solomon claiming bronze, also in a 
new best of 7.93. 

Talay went on to claim gold in a national 
record time of 7.85 but despite missing 
out on the ultimate prize there was no 
dampening Hatton’s mood. 

“I’m lost for words and very thankful 
and just very happy right now,” said the 
Corby athlete. 

“All I said was if I got into the final I’d be 
very proud and I’m just so happy with 
everything that’s happened today and it’s 
been the best experience. I’m just looking 
forward to the future. 

“It’s been emotional. Before the final I 
was in tears because just the whole expe¬ 
rience in itself is so amazing and the 
pressures, just everything. 

“I’m so happy it’s done so I can go cele¬ 
brate and cry my eyes out and then be 
happy.”
